Wisden Cricket Monthly to be sued for offensive remarks 


AN OBSCURE contributor 
to a specialist cricket mag- 
azine has sparked a race 
row which culminated this. 
week in England interna- 
tionals Devon Malcoim 
and Phil DeFrelias suing 
the publication. 

In an article provocatively 
titled “Is it In the blood?", 
Robert Henderson, a former 
fox inspector and self-styled 

+ Journalist, questioned the 
commitment of foreign-born 
players to the England cause.

MIGUEL INDURAIN celebrated 
his birthday Sunday the same way 
he has done so the last few years — 
in the lead of the Tour de- France. 

Indurain, who turned 31, came 
in third in the 14th stage on the 
101-mile leg from St. Orens de 
Gameville to Guzel-Neige to 
maintain his yellow jersey, which 
he has held since the completion“ 
of the Sth stage. 

He hopes to join Belgian Eddy 
Merckx, Frenchmen Jacques 
Anquetil and Bernard Hinault as five- 
time winners, but Indurain would be 
the first to do it in consecutive years, 

Ttaly’s Marco Pantani took the 
Slage as (he race came to the edge 
of the Pyrenees with a resi day 
yesterday before the Tour starts 
two days in the mountains today. 

The 25-year-old Pantani was 
third in last year's Tour and had 
won the hard L’Alpe d’Huez stage 
earlier In the week.

TWO EXTRAORDINARY tests 
of endurance are on display during 
Eurosport’s coverage of the Tour 
de France, cycling’s greatest race. 
One Js on the road and the other is 
in the broadcasting booth. 

For up {o three hours at a stretch, 
commentators David Dufficld and 
one-lime Tour winner Stephen 
Rochs have been bringing us the 
action from the three-week 20- 
stage, clockwise loop of approxi- 
malely 2,181 miles.

Founded in 1954 by the US 
Lawn Tennis Association, the 
International Tennis Hall of 
Fame inducted its first honorees 
in 1955. In order to be eligible for 
induction into the Hall, a player 
must not have been a significant 
factor during the previous five 
years.
